Peace at Last. 

The country is assured at least two 
and a half years of stability and peace 
on the tariff. 

The Democrats are opposed to 
opening the question . The Republic 
cans dare not open it . Business of 
all kinds can make its plans without 
fear of any general tariff tinkering be- 
fore March 5, 1897. 

In his message President Cleveland 
recommends only "such necessary 
amendments as will not change rates 
of duty"— that is, to correct verbal 
error*. The repeal of the small re- 
maining duty on Iron ore and coal 
would not disturb unfavorably anv 
industry. The abolition ot the sugar 
duty would simply cut down the 
swollon profits of a single idious mo- 
nopoly.

be Carlisle plM proposes that the 
anki shall guarantee their own note* 
lr. Homer, the putative father of 
f the Baltimore plan, says that hi- 
toheme amply secures the Government 
limn any loss on its guaranty. Mr. 
Carlisle says in effect: "Very well; 

will |lve the banks the same safe- 
guards that vou offer to the Govern- 
ment and some others. If your 
scheme will savo the Government 
harmless, certainly mine will do ah 
much for the banks/' 

Somehow Mr. Homer is not con- 
vinced by this reasoning. He said to 
the Banking and Currency Commit- 
tee that "it was too much to ask ot one 
national bank to become responsible 
for all other banks in which it had no 
direct concern" But why? Every 
other national bank would in like 
be responsible for the notes of 
this one. And the responsibility 
which tho banks as a whole assume is 
precisely what they ask the Govern- 
ment to assume. They say the Gov- 
ernment would thereby incur no risk. 
Then the banks would incur ik> risk 
If it is too much to ask a bank to be 
responsible for the notes of othei 
banks with which it has no direct con- 
cern, la It not too much to ask the 
Government to guarantee the notes ol 
all the banks with which it has no di- 
? For the Government 
tthe banks shall have all 
thesafeguardsthat they popMfld U> 
give the Government, and 30 per cent, 
addition I. 

Mr. Horace White in his argument 
referred to the statistics of bank mor- 
tality In the past thirty-one years. 
This is a familiar reference among 
bankers, and is worthy of some atten- 
tion. In substance it is that the los» 
the Government on the notes of 
iled banks, tor which it was secured 
• the deposit of bonds, would have 
,en but a little more than a million 
id a quarter of dollars tdnco the Bys- 
tn was instituted, if no bonds had 
been deposited. The fallacy of this 
gunient is found in the assumption 
that bankers would have been as pru- 
dent if they had given no security to 
Government as they were when the 
Government held $100 to secure every 
$90 of their circulation. Moreover, it 
must be noted that whatever this 
proves as to the security of the Gov- 
ernment it proves equally as much 
for the security ot the banks. 

e professed objects of both 
of these plans is to get the Govern- 
of tho banking business. The 
difference is that in one of them, Mr 
somplisheathe desired ob- 
ject, while the other does not. The 
Baltimore plan not only throws the 
whole burden of redemption on the 
Government, but it makes the Gov- 
ernment the guarantor of every note 
issued by thousands of banks. The 
Government becomes the accommoda- 
tion acceptor of all these bills. For 
this liability there is no consideration. 
The banks are unwilling to assume a 
a similar liability, though they get in 
exchauge for it a valuable franchise. 

It may be said that the Government 
is now the guarantor of all national 
bank notes. So it is, but the Govern- 
ment owes these banks 11 per cent, 
more money than the whole amount 
of the notes. It assumed this liabil- 
ity for tho purpose of floating 
bonds in a time of stress, which was a 
valuable consideration. The guar- 
anty which it gave to its creditors for 
valuable consideration is no prece- 
dent for loaning its credit to banks 
or its creditors for no consideration at 
Moreover, the ultimate liability 
of the banks for the currency issued 
a guaranty of sound and conserv- 
ative banking, while the guaranty of 
:he Government is no assurance at al 
in this direction. 

In adopting a new financial system 
to get the Government out of the 
banking business, we should make 

sired . To maKe the Government the 
guarantor of all the currency is not to 
attain tho objoct contemplated. The 
Baltimore plan fails at tho most essen- 
tial point, while the Carlislo plan at- 
tains the end desired.— Courier-Jour- 
nal.

AS A MEANS OF DEFENSE! 



Device For Repelling Traiu Rob 



Protecting Banks and Defending

A United States patent has been 
'tied to William H. Heeve, ono of the 
dost .tugboat men in New York t "n>, 
r a simple but ingenious invention 
for the use ot steam for re- 
lin robbers, protecting banks 
and their officers against thieves und 
defending armories, arsenals, forts, 
etc., against assailants, The inventor 
says that his attention was attracted 
to the subject by the frequent and dar- 
ing "holding up," and robbing ot 
railroad trains about two years ago. 
His plau was bo simple that he did not 
made an activo effort tocarry itoutiill 
ahout eighteen months ago, when he 
experimented with it on a tugboat fit- 
ted up for the purpose, and found it to 
be even more effective as a means ol 
defense than he had supposed. 

1 conversing with a Tribune report- 
er about the invention, the patentee 
said in part I 

"Some railroad locomotives use a 
steam jet to scare cows and other ani- 
mals from the tracks, but none has 
ever adopted a device for using steam 
to protect life and property against 
(rain robbers. My plan provides for 
the running of steam pipes along the 
boiler, one on each side, from the cab 
forward. These pipes, which are not 
arge nor unsightly, have at their out- 
er ends small nozzles through which 
jets of steam can be projected from fif-

that distance. Other similar pipes run 
backward underneath the train, and 
have connections by which steam is 
Mown through nozzles on the plat- 
forms of mail, express or baggage 
cars, making it absolutely impossible 
for any one to get on board the tram. 
Other pipes may be placed at the ear 
doors, and still others, which are flexi- 
ble and held in the hand, can carry 
the steam in any desired direction. 

"Every locomotive generates its own 
ammunition, and so long as a good 
head of steam is kept up it is abso- 
lutely impossible for a train to be held 
up. The robbers might shoot at ran- 
dom through the blinding steam but 
would not be likely to hit any of the 
traiu hands who could not be seen. 

"For protecting banks which are 
generally heated by steam, the steam 
generated by the heating apparatus 
could be used. Small pipes for cou 
veying the steam can be laid where 
they cannot bo seen, leading to any 
part of the bank. At the windows of 
tellers there might be small, con- 
led nozzles of minute bore, so ar- 
iged on each side, that cross jets of 
am could be projected into the fac- 
A the robbers. These pipes could 
be operated by hidden levers close tc 
is of the tellers. Similar jets 
I attached to the desk of the 
ut operated by treadles under- 
neath the desks. 
"For the defense of armories or 
rsenels there can be large jetsatdoors 
and windows and the steam t 
be carried through hose. Every fort 
could have jets. No fort properly 
protected in this manner could possi- 
bly be carried by assault, no matter 
how numerous tho enemy might be, 
so long as a good head of steam was 
kept up and jets skillfully operated.— 
Commercial Gazette.

Baltimore plan with an Important 
modification which is an Improve* 

Mr. Carlisle reccommeiids a prac- 
tical way tor the dissolution of tho 
partnership between the Government 
and the banks. He urges that circu- 
lation, or currency, shall bo based oil 
tho assessment of tho banks, and not 
limited by the decreasing debt of the 
country. He also reccoininends the 
gradual withdrawal and cancellation 
Government paper. 
The basis proposed for the national 
bank circulation is the capital of the 
nks, the notes that may be issued 
to be in the aggregate 75 per cent, of 
the paid-up capital. This will give 
an abundance of money, much more 
than is needed or than can profitably 
be absorbed by the banks on the 
cou u try's present volume of business. 
But the experiences of the country in 
1893 proved that there Is need of 
elasticity. If such a system as that 
which Mr. Carlisle reccommeiids had 
then been in operation business men 
would not have been obliged to pur- 
chase currency for their weekly needs 
The banks under such a system would 
issue notes as long as discounts were 
demanded by merchants in good 
standing. The notes would not be 
taken if the banks fixed the rate too 
high, and the notes would return to 
the banks when they were no longer 
needed in busines. This is the simple 
philosophy underlying the new plan. 

The safeguards provided for the 
security of the note-holders are ample. 
In addition to the capital of the bank 
the Secretary suggests that 30 per cent 
of the circulation in legal tender notes 
or in Treasury notes of 1890 shall be 
deposited by the bank in the Treasury. 
This land will increase the security 
beyond that provided by the Bali 
more plan, and besidts will wit 
draw lrom circulation Government 
paper to an amount ranging from $62,- 
000,000 to $225,000,000. This is a 
ibstantial improvement on the Bal- 
timore plan. 

The provisions for "helping silver" 
by making $10 notes the smallest that 
my be issued, and for repealing ihe 
tax on State bank circulation, ma> 
well wait upon tho scheme for reform- 
ing Ihe national bank system. With 
the present number ot banks, having 
a capital of $1,000,000,000 sufficient 
currency would be supplied ior a long 
come under the proposed plan. 
At present there are $500,000,000 of 
emand notes and $207,000,000 
:ional bank notes. The las) 
be retired. If the full aniouni 
•ency possible under the pro- 
posed issue should be issued, $228, 
500,000 of the $500,000,000 would be 
deposited bv the banks as a guarantee 
fund. Against this $435,500,000 ol 
Government and bank paper retired 
would be issued $750,000,000 of new 
bank notes. The balance of the 
prosent circulatiou of the gold nolts 
available for the guarantee fund, re- 
maining alter the retirement of the 
national bank notes and the establish- 
ment of tho guarantee fund, would 
be $271,500,000. 

Hence the circulation provided for 
by Mr. Carlisle's National Bank 
scheme, exclusive ot gold and silvei 
circulation, would be $1,021,500,000. 
less Government redemptions, which 
amount to little, in the place of $707, 
000,000 ($500,000,000 Government 
paper and $207,000,000 National bank 
notes), an increase of $314,500,000 — 
This would afford ample elasticit) 
for years to come and would reined) 
the more aggrevated currency evils 
But this multiplication ot schemes in 
the Secretary's report suggests once 
more that the whole subject should be 
referred to a monetary commission. 
If Mr. CarlUle can invent such a num- 
ber how many more can several hun 
dred Congressman Invent, to the con 
fusion of mind and the prevention 6f 
action ?— N. Y. Word.

CtliMe preseuted his flnan- 
bill to the Committee on Banking 
and Currency to-day and further ex 
plained its provision*. Later the bill 
was introduced in the House by Mr. 
Springer, of lllinoK and was ord- 
■red to be printed and referred to the 
Committee on Banking and Currency. 

In the first section all ltws provid- 
ing for the deposit of bonds to secure 
•irculation are repealed. The second 
•lection provides for the circulation of 
notes to the extent of the raid-up cap- 
i( Hi on depoall of legal tender equal to 

30 per cent . of the notes deposited. 
These notes shall be of *10 and mnlti- 
plea of ton, aud shall bo uniform in 
design. 

The fourth section l-vies a duty ot 
4 per cent, for each half tear on t 
bank notes In circulation, and pi 
vides for the mode of redemption a 
and retirementof a bank's circulath 

Section 5 creates the safely fund for 
the prompt redemption of circulating 
notes of failed banks. Each bank 
shall pay to the United States Treas- 
urer in the mouths of January and 
July in each year a tax of i per cent 
for each hslf year on the average 
amount, of its circulation notes out- 
standing, until said fund amounts to 5 
per cent, of the total amount of such 
notos outstanding, and thereaflei 
tax shall cease. A bank retirii 
reducing its circulation shall n< 
entitled to withdraw any part of this 
fund. The mode of procedure In 
of a bank failure is outlined. 

Section (i allows the Secretary of the 
Treasury to invest money belonging 
to the safety fund In United St 
bonds . 

Section 7 provides that on January 
1, 1895, national banks having United 
Slates bonds on deposit may with- 
draw them and substitute the guaran- 
tee fund. 

Section 8 repeal* previous acts con- 
flicting with this measure. 

Section 9 provides that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury may, in his dis- 
cretion, redeem aud retire United 
States legal tender notes; that no 
United States or Treasury notes au- 
thorized by the act of July 8, 1890. 
of a denomination of less tbau $10, 
shall be issued. 

Section 10 states that a bank duly 
organized under the laws of any State, 
which transacts no other than bank- 
ing business, shall be exempt fiom 
taxation under the ltws of the United 
States under certain conditions. 

Section 11 provides that State banks 
shall not issue notes similar in design 
to United States notes, nor certificates 
of national banks. 

Secretary CailUI- read the bill to 
the committee, commenting on it as 
he proceeded. When ho had conclud- 
ed reading the bill, Mr. Carlisle ex- 
plained it in detail. He pointed out 
the various sections of the present law 
proposed to bo repealed. Concerning 
the conditions imposed on State 
banks by his bill, he said certain feat- 
ures had been added to meet criticisms 
made of the plan as outlined in the 
annual report. 

Mr. Brosi.is (Uep.), of Pennsylva- 
nia, asked whether it was not desir- 
able for the Government to assume the 
risk of redeeming notes rather than 
leave it to the hanks. 

Mi . Carlisle answered in the nega- 
tive. He said ho did not believe in 
Government responsibility further 
than providing the most ample safe- 
guards. The Secretary presented ta- 
bles showiug the profits of national 
banks under the proposed plan, as 
compared with the profits under the 
precent law. It showed the addi- 
tions! profits and inducements would 
incline national banks to take out cir- 
culation. In the course of the gen- 
eral dlaouulon Mr. Cat lisle said he 
did not think anv immediate retire- 
ment of United States Treasury no'es 
was practicable. The Secretary spoke 
of Controller Ecklcs' currency plan. 
Without wishing to criticise it. he 
thought its fatal defect was in requir- 
ing national banks to take out two 
different kind* of circulating notes. 
Mr. Hall, of Missouri, asked the Sec- 
retary as to Mr. White's statement

This 
fund is also to be in addition lo the 5 
per cent, redemption fund now pro- 
vided by law. 

Section 3 provides that in addition 
to the amount of the circulating notes 
provided for, each association shall be 
entitled to receive from the Controller, 
circulating notes lo the amount ot 25

antee fund bears to the total circula- 
tion outstanding. 

Section 9 providos that whenever 
banks notes are issued to any associ- 
under this act it shall be tht 
duty of the Secretary of the Treasury 
to cancel legal tender United States 
notes and Treasury notes to 
amount of 80 per cent, of the bank 
notes so issued. 

Sectiou 10 authorizes any associa- 
tion to retire its circulation or any 
part of it at any time upon depositing 
with the Treasurer an amount equal 
to the sum desired to be withdri 

Section 12 repeals section 9 of the 
act of July 12, 1882, and aNo the por- 
Hon of the act of June 20, 1874, which 
which provides that the amount ot 
bonds on deposit for circulation shall 
not be reduced below $50,000, and
